Muiltless of Kindergarten, Mothers’ 
Meetings, or Women’s Clubs, with

homemaker,” the Indian woman of 
the Canadian West and North is a 
faithful wife and ideal mother. Her 
children ate taught to reverence and 
respect their parents, to be kindly to 
one another, to earn their own living 
by the work of their hands. They 
worship a Great Spirit, and look for. 
ward to a future state, sharing the be- 
‘ef with the rest of us that “there the 
good shall. be happy.” 

In the adjustment of white burdens 
to red backs, the réspective duties of 
man and wife are crearly defined, to 
the woman falling the heavy end of 
the burden. A man claims his wife 
when he can prove himself a mighty 
hunter, with skilt of gun and trap 
sufficient to provide food for two. 
This is his part of the bargain, and 
he resolutely does no more. When 
he has succeeded in bringing down a 
bear, @ moose, or a caribou, indicat- 
ing the scene of the kill with broken 
twigs or a blazed tree, the man 
grandly walks back to camp empty 
handed. Burdened as she may be by 
two or three children clinging to her 
skirt, as well as by the papoose upon 
her back, it is the duty of the woman 
to set out from camp, find the spoil 
and drag the quarry back to the 
tepee. Arrived at camp, it is she 
who skins the animals and dresses 
the flesh for food. Hers, too, is the 
task to scrape the skin, cure it, tan 
it, and work it up into garments for 
her household.

In other words, we mvst nd in our 
food the sawe elements that enter 
into the composition of the budy. 

The folly of trying t lve on any 
one particular kind of f@od will be ap- 
parent to any ove wWo familiarizes 
bimeelf with the constitution of the 
body and its needs. Tbe proteids are 
required for building material and en- 
ergy, the carbohydrates and fats for 
storage and energy and the salts and 
mineral elements for building pur- 
poses and to assist iw the chemical 
Processes and exchanges going on in 
the body. 

What Is Digestion? 

Digestion is the ptucess of trans- 
forming food elements into substances 
that can be absorbed into the blood 
through the walls of the digestive 
tract. If the digestive functions are 
paralyzed food taken into the stomach 
acts simply as a fureign body and 
causes irritation and @ually, by its de- 
composition, poisoning, 

The digestive processes are carried 
on by substances whose exact form 
and constitution are finknown, termed 
enzymes, or ferments 

But digestion does aot begin in the 
stomach. The saliva contains a very 
important enzyme, ptyalin, which con- 
verts starch into malt sugar. The im- 
portance of thoroughly chewing all 
starch foods, such as cereals, vegeta- 
bles, bread, pastry, potatoes, etc., will 
at once be apparent. 

“Counting your chews,” however, is 
mot advised. The act of chewing 
should be natura! and subconscious, 
If the attention is directed too closely 
to the mechanical act of chewing or, 
in fact, if the mind “wells too intently 
on the subject of dizestion the normal 
functions are retarted, Count your 
chews some time and note if your 
jaws do not ache by, the time you 
reach the twentieth. Gount your steps 
ip walking and note whether your 
limbs do not quickly tire. 

If the interna) activities of our bod- 
fes could be seen in’ their entirety, 
even for a few brief moments, it is 
probable that an unutterable weariness 
would oppress and stifie us.

Here it is acted upon by several 
enzymes, which complete starch diges- 
tion and also convert ordinary cane 
sugar into grape sugar. 

Proteid digestion also proceeds in 
the intestines, and fats are digested 
and emulsified so that they can be ab- 
sorbed, 

As previously stated, all these food 
elements are requiréd either..for en- 
ergy, building material, storage or to | 
carry on the chemical and physi¢al 
exchanges fn the tissues. During these 
processes the food elements are broken 
up and many of them literally burned 
or oxidized, just as a candle burns, 
with the formation of carbon dioxide 
band water. 

A great deal of scientific experiment 
is being conducted to accurately deter- 
| mine the moxt satisfactory dietary for 
man, The subject is too complex to be 
minutely discussed in this paper, and 
such discussion would only confuse 
without benefiting the average man. 
We may tru&t-science to solve this 
problem as it has solved others and 
in the meantime enjoy our meals with- 
out worrying about them so long as we 
avoid some of the more prominent 
dietetic errors. 

Diet Hints. 

First as to meat consumption: Meat 
fs not a poison. There is no need to 
shudder every time you indulge in a 
beefsteak. On the other band, it is 
known to contain. certain substances, 
extractives which {f taken in excess 
may throw an extra burden on the 
| kidneys and which seem to have some 
influence in causing a gouty condition. 
* Meat is palatable and easy. to pre 
| pare; consequently there is a tendency 
to overindulge in It. There is a well 
| grounded belief among medical men | 
that meat once a day is sufficient, es- 
pecially during middle life and old age.

Value of Vegetable Diet. 

Many vegetables are rich in proteids 
and from a chemical standpoint quite 
as nutritious as meat. But here is 
where the rub comes in—a food must 
be digestible or its proteid contents 
are valueless. “Boston baked beans” 
are rich in proteids, but a steady diet 
of that delectable dainty would be a 
severe test for some stomachs. 

Vegetables ax « class contain a great 
deal of cellulose and fiber which can- 
bot be digested ‘This serves a useful 
Purpose, as it stimulates the action of 
the intestines. By increasing the pro- 


portion of vegetables in the diet as | 


middle age approaches and the vital 
activities begin to slow down the pro- 
teid elements in the fuod are reduced 
and there is less burden laid upon 
kidneys and arteries. 

Fats and sugar are energy producers 
and very valuable foods for this pur- 
pose. Taken in excess, however, they 
interfere with digestion and may prove 
especially, harmful in obesity, gout, 
rheumatism and kidney trouble.

ROTARY SNOWPLOWS. 


These Powerful Machines Are as Big 
as Freight Cars, 

The snowplow is » huge machine, as 
big as a freight car, and built of steel. 
On the forward end is a monster 
wheel with powerful , blades of steel 
looking like an overgrown electric fan 
80 arranged that their angles can be 
changed. This wheel, which is per- 
pendicular to the track and revolves at 
right angles to it, is inclosed in a cas- 
ing or drum, also of steel and with 
sharp steel edges. The top of the 
drum is supplied with a pipe or chute. 

Inside the snotwplow is a steam en- 
fine, which drives this buge fan wheel 
at from 100° to 250 revolutions every 
minute. Below the body of the plow 
near the track is an ice cutter to clear 
the rails of ice before the wheels go 
over them and a “flunger.” as it is call- 
ed, designed to scrape the bulk of the 
snow off the track itself after the fan 
has whittled the snow bank away and 
thrown the most of it to one side. RBe- 
bind the snowplow are coupled from 
one to three or even more powerful 
engines, and behind these a car. 

On the car are many men with shov- 
els, for, despite its enormous power 
and its ability to toss tons of snow 
about as you mixht toss a shovelful,

Artificial Camphor, 

There is in operation tn New York 
state an artificial camphor factory. 
the product of which is intended to 
compete in the murket with the nat- 
ural substance. It is maintained that 
it does not differ, except in the man- 
ner of its origin, from that extracted 
from the camphor trees of Formosa. 
Artificial campbor is made from es- 


Chemically the only difference  be- 
tween turpentine and camphor is the 
possession by each molecule of the 
latter of one atom of oxygen which is 
lacking in the former. By chemical 
process the needed oxygen is supplied. 
Three-fourths of the entire supply of 
campbor is used in the arts and one- 
fourth in medicine.—Exchange. 


Measuring Water by Sound. 
An electrical device whereby a sound 


ing deflected buck to the vessel is re- 
ceived by another part of the same 
apparatus has been designed in Nor- 
way for meusuring the depth of the 
sea. AnD automatic record is made of 
the time elupsed between the depur- 
ture and the return. and. as the veloc- 
ity of sound in water ix known, the 
depth is at once ascertained. The 
apparatus makes a continuoux record

Some anonymous joker who lived 
in Toronto in the eighties was evident- 
ly familiar with this epitaph as the 
following facts show.

The large emporium of R. Walker & 
Bon stood on King street on the site 
now covered by the King Edward 
Hotel and the Victoria street exten- 
sion. Those were the days of trade 
marks, and the title of the Walker 
establishment was ‘“‘The Golden Lion.” 
An immense gilded lion was promi- 
nent on the front elevation of the 
store. Robert Walker was a promi- 
nent Methodist and foremost in ali 
religious works. In course of time 
he was called to his fathers, and short- 
ly after his funeral someone inscrib- 
ed on the fence of the cemetery so 
close .to his tomb that the allusion 
was apparent, the following verse: 


I am on my way to Zion,
